TO 

Amend the Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1860, and the Tramways .ad. 1876 . 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1861, as regards the application ' 

of the same to the county and the county of the city of 
Dublin. 



"TATHEILEAS it is expedient to amend and vary the provisions 
* * of The Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1860, and The Tramways 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1861, in this Act referred to as “ The 
Tramways Acts,” as regards the application of the same to the 
| county of Dublin and the county of the city of Dublin : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 



10 1. It shall not in future be necessary for the grand jury of the One approval 

county of Dublin or the municipal corporation of the city of Dublin b f r E "“ J 
to pronounce a provisional approval of any undertaking, under the Sty ol 
Tramways Acts, but the said grand jury or said municipal corporation ““““Si 
asthecase maybe in proceeding under the fifth section of the Tram- »rp"ST 
18 ways (Ireland) Act, 1860, shall definitely approve or disapprove of *? be suffi " 
such undertaking, in the case of the said grand jury at the first 
presenting term at which the same shall be brought before them, 
and in the case of the said municipal borporation at a meeting of 
the said municipal corporation held for the consideration of the matter 
20 of any such undertaking in the manner herein-after mentioned; 
and it shall not be necessary to obtain any further or other approval 
from the said grand jury or municipal corporation at any subsequent 
term or meeting. 

2. A meeting of the said municipal corporation for the purpose Wien 
25 aforesaid may be held during" the present year on any day, and in any “8 s f «** 
subsequent year any meeting of the said municipal corporation for be held!" ™ ay 
the purpose aforesaid shall be held upon the first day of Easter or 
Michaelmas term in any year, or in case any such day shall be on 
Sunday, then on the next succeeding day, and notice of such 
30 meeting and of the object of the same shall be duly given in such 
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manner as notices of meetings of tire corporation are usually gi T en 
seven clear days More the day of holding the same. 

3 Tn the case of the county of Dublin or the county of the city 
of Dublin the advertisements required by the first section of 
Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1860, shall be published at least two 
calendl months before the presenting term or meeting of the 
municipal corporation at which the application shall be made and

nofce?reqrtod\y the tod section of the said Tramways (Ireland) 
ictStoll be made and given at least one calendar month 10 
before such presenting term or meeting. 

4 Any person entitled to appear on the inquiry before the 
grand iujy or municipal corporation, as the case may be, may, m 
fhecaseof tlreir appro, al of the undertaking, traverse such approval, 
subiect to and under the following regulation . 

Such traverse shall he entered with the Master of the Clown 
Office of the Court of Queen's Bench within three days after 

such approval. 

And it shall he on either of the following grounds 
A hirst That the preliminaries required by law for the application 
to the said grand jury or municipal corporation have not been 

Se^"e -nstrubtw of the undertaking according to 
the plan approved of by the grand jury or municipal corpora- 
tion would not he beneficial to the public. 

In the ease of a traverse on the first ground same shall be dis- 
posed of by the Court of Queen’s Bench after hearing such evidence

In case more persons than one shall enter a traverse on the second 
ground there shall bo one trial of all such traverses and the judge 
before whom sucli traverse is tried shall make sueli order as may 40 
seem fit for the conducting of such trial and the appearance and 
intervention of the several traversers thereat,
